Known iw the "one-legged pi'ddler," 
he traveled over the valley btutiw on 
rail and on fool with a scanty as- 
sortment of penknives, tooth-pi«k», 
and handkercliiefs, jiaeketl in .» di- 
minutive ebony box, which he nev- 
er allowed to leave hi* side for a 
moment. 
He managed to visit thin 


neighborhood sciui-aniuially with 
the aid of a wooden peg- anil erutch- 
c», having lost a leg at the battle of 
Gettysburg while tin duly as a sharp 
hliooter. 
I'll to this period lie had 


been in tlw employ of Lee's army as 
scout, spy and detective, and, no 
(lutil)t, did good nervieo iti|lhi»|capac'- 
ity. 
After losing iiis limb Iw on- 


Mimed the popular disguise of an 
itinerant jx'ddler, and made visits 
to the Union armies nt various peri- 
ods in the intere.-it of the confeder- 
ates. 
At the clone of the war he 


came north, and though always an 
avowed diaunionihtand an implaca- 
ble foe to loyalty, he remained iu 
his old role of peddler till his de- 
mine. 
He was outspoken in his 


enmity of the northern j>eople, but, 
regarded as a InirnileHs and not un- 
intcrchliiig diameter, little attention 
was given tn his imlieul utterances*, 
and he was ever a wtlcome giuM at 
the family rirele. 
lie always car- 


ried one or more deadly "Arkansas 
toothpicks" in the lining of his coat, 
and was it professed adept in knife 
practice. 
His mien at occasions was 


aH'eeted, and he frei|iii'iitly asserted 
that he was a near relative of •leller- 
soii Davis, whom he regarded as 
greater in principle and patriotism 
than Wii-liington. He had nil utter 
disdain for the Soldiers' Home at 
Daytoti and Soldiers' aud Sailors' 
Orphans' Home at. Xeuia, ami was 
boisterous in his inflammatory ile- 
nuiK'iuuou of such "lool Yankee in- 
stitutions." He frctpienlly exhibit- 
ed, with inordinate pride, letters of 
counsel and direction from (ienerals 
Lee, Longstrret, Hill and others; 
also, passports in both northern 
and southern line-. 
It wits one of

"tric.Ued'1 the "Yanks''and obtain- 
ed valuable information for l/'e, 
through their duplicity. 
He was 


arrested three limes us a spy—at 
Spottsylvanift, by Mcnde, at Peters- 
burg and in Nashville. 
He easily 


sustained his identity on the lirst 
and last occasions, but the second 
time w:is recognised and denounced 
by a rebel des-crter. 
He was. tried 


mid sentenced to be slml,lm! during 
the night intervening belwet n the 
days of trial and execution, the in- 
formant, who had been in Davis' 
own company, and had known him 
well, repenting of his meanness, aid- 
ed him to r-cape, and even pa>t>ed 
him 
beyond the remotest

He then made his way lo 


Lee's headquarters, where he depos- 
ited his ideasiiintiruing the intui- 
tions ot the I'nioti ciiinuuiniler, and, 
as was subsequently demon.-tratid, 
his views were entirely cnrreut.
